Resume  of  Events. 

Three  campaigns  were  made  by  the  Syrians 
against  Judas  Maccabeus,  but  without  success. 

He  applies  to  Rome  for  help. 

Jonathan,  the  brother  of  Judas,  is  helped  by 
Rome. 

He  was  murdered  by  his  enemies,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  his  brother  Simon. 

Simon  studied  the  interests  of  the  Romans  and 
obtained  a  great  degree  of  power. 

Simon's  son,  John  Hyrcanus,  succeeds  him. 

Aristobulus  and  Hyrcanus,  grandsons  of  John 
Hyrcanus,  contend  for  the  chieftainship. 

Civil  war  ensues. 

The  Romans  under  Pompey  enter  Syria.  Aris- 
tobulus and  Hyrcanus  submit  their  claims  to 
Pompey's  decision.
